4. PRESS REACTION FAIRLY LIMITED THROUGH APRIL 13. 

INFLUENTIAL NEUE ZUERCHER ZEITUNG EDITORIALIZES THAT 
BILL MAINTAINS A BALANCE BETWEEN PROTECTIONISM AND 
LIBERALISM, BUT CONTINUES THAT PAYMENTS ILLS CAN

WHILE NOT A DETAILED ANALYSIS, ARTICLE NOTES THAT 
PRESIDENT NIXON HAS ASKED FOR VIRTUAL BLANK CHECK FROM 
CONGRESS. WHILE COMMENTING ON LIBERAL ASPECTS OF BILL, 

ARTICLE ALSO POINTS OUT THERE ARE " BRUTAL" PROTECTIONIST 
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POSSIBILITIES. ARTICLE COMMENTS ON FACETS OF BILL 
WHICH WILL SATISFY US LABOR AND STAUNCH PROTECTIONISTS 
IN US. POINTS OUT LIKELY CONGRESSIONAL OPPOSITION TO GSP AND 
MEN TREATMENT OF NON- MFN COUNTRIES, AND PREDICTS THAT BILL 
WILL UNDERGO CONSIDERABLE MODIFICATION BEFORE PASSING

ACCESS TO THE AREA, PARTICULARLY DURING THE WET SEASON, WOULD PROBABLY 

HAVE TO BE LIMITED TO HELICOPTER SUPPORT. THIS GENERAL AREA WAS 
SURVEYED BY RTG REPRESENTATIVES IN THE 1968-1970 ERA AND LOOKED 
UPON WITH FAVOR. 

C. TO PROVIDE MORE ACCURATE INFORMATION AND ASSIST JOINT US/ RTG
